The U.S. believes that this 
proposal, which Israel] has not ‘‘for- 
mally" rejected, bas a chance 
because it meets Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's criterion for a 
timetable, while it ia so loosely word- 
ed as to fall short of becoming a 
legally binding document.

The Foreign Ministry's legal ad- 
viser, Dr. Meir Rosenne, saw no 
fault in releasing the annex.

Afterwards, a group of workers 
reportedly appealed to the council to 
intervene directly, claiming the 
committee had ‘stage-managed" 
the meeting. 

The company's board of directors, 
meanwhile, has sent a personal 
letter to all employees urging them 
te return to work immediately. The 


- works committee was “‘misleading”” 


the employees, the management 
claimed. 

The strike, over wage demands, 
broke out on November 8, and last 
week the management closed down’ 
the Koor-owned plant, sending the 
500 non-striking clerical and 
technical staff on leave. But on 
orders of Koor, which is owned by 
the Histadrut, the management 
refrained from taking legal action to 
get the men back to work. 

Since the strike began, all Soltam 
deliveries to the army have been 
suspended. The committee refused 
to permit the delivery even of equip- 
ment that had already been com- 
pleted, and the company’s lucrative, 
$100m.-a-year export trade has also 
been stopped. 

The management has agreed to a 
29 per cent wage rise, more than in 
other Koor enterprises, But the com- 
mittee is holding out for more, on the 
grounds that they don’t want to sub- 
sidize the less profitable Koor enter- 
prises.

Peking posters call for 
Hua’s ouster, praise U.S. 


PEKING. — A major confrontation 
brewing between Party Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng and vice-premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping was signalled this 
weekend by a sensational crop of 
wall posters calling for the resigna- 
tion of the chairman, praising the 
U.S. and criticising Mao Tse-tung. 

The poster campaign, which cen- 
tred in Peking, included demands in 
harsh language to reverse two 1976 
party decisions in which Teng was 
purged and Hua was given the nod to 
succeefl Mao, who died five months 
later. 

The Japanese news agency Kyodo 
reported that the latest poster is the 
third in a series believed to be penn- 

-ed by a group of avid pro-Teng aup- 
porters, but added that other posters 
have also appeared praising Hue. 

Yesterday, cheering Chinese con- 
gregated near the posters mobbed 
foreign diplomats and journalists, 
praising them. 

One dazed diplomat said, ‘‘Never 
have I been mobbed like this. It was 
unimaginable in language school 
that one day I would be surrounded 
by crowds in Peking discussing the 
merits of democracy and law." 

The posters have appeared 
sporadically, with increasingly 
liberal points of view, for the past 
week. One Western diplomat said 
yesterday that “the fact they haven't 
been removed indicates to them (the 
Chinese) that they have the freedom 
this weekend that they didn't have 
two weeks ago."” 

The wall poster demanding Hua’s 
resignation said his appointment 
was ‘‘made by the fascist dic- 
tatorship.”” A Radio Peking broad- 
cast monitored yesterday in Tokyo 
quoted the official Party newspaper 
as saying the current rash of wall:

The large and beautifully executed 
calligraphy of the posters also 
condemned one of the emperors 
most often praised by Mao, “for 
building a spiritual wall" around 
China. (The emperor, Chin Shia 
Huang Ti is also famous for burning 
books and killing scholars.) 

Wall posters are often used in 
China to signal to the public new 
policies decided on by the Chinese 
leadership. 

Last Thursday an angry mob beat 
up a youth chanting pro-Mao 
slogans, including 4 wi that 
anybody opposing Mao “would come 
to no good end.”’ 

Recent Chinese press’ articles 
reducing Mao to more human dimen- 
sions have emphasised that policies 
must be based on present conditions 
rather than ‘on the writings of ‘‘the 
great helmsman.”

Blum: Arabs spend millions in S. Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
Israel's UN ambassador on Friday 
accused the UN of singling out 
Israel's tiny amount of trade with 
South Africa for condemnation while 
ignoring the Arabs’ purchases of 
millions of dollars worth of South 
African gold each year.

Ex-Vichy men 
to testify at 
Nazis’ trial 


BONN (Reuter). — A leading 
French businessman and a banker 
who served as senior police officials 
under the Vichy government in Nazi- 
occupied France will be called to 
testify in the trial in West Germany 
of the former Gestapo chief in Paria 
and two other Nazis. 

French lawyer Serge Klarsfeld on 
Friday told newsmen here that the 
Cologne public prosecutor had 
promised to ask the French 
authorities to get them to appear as 
witnesses. 

The two are Rene Bousquet, 60, 
who was secretary-general of 
French police under the Vichy 
government from 1941 to 1943, and 


Jean Leguay, now a senior official 
with the Banque de I"Indochine. 

The three men due to stand trial 
for alleged complicity in the murder 
of some 35,000 Jews deported from 
France to Nazi death camps are: the 
former Paris Gestapo chief, Kurt 
Lischka, 68; and Horst Hagen and 
Ernst Heinrichson, both Gestapo of- 
ficers in the French capital. 

All three were ordered to stand 
trial last June, but are still at liberty. 
No trial date has been set.

FRANKFURT (UPI). — Some 100 
persons suffered injuries yesterday’ 
when Iranian students attempted to 
storm the office of the U.S.

Israeli nationals, vessels and 
cargoes, as well as persons, vesseis 
and cargoes destined for and coming 
from Israel, shall be accorded non-, 
discriminatory treatment in all | 
matters connected with the usage of 
the canal.

In an emotional televised plea to 
his people, the beleaguered Sé-year- 
old President urged the nation to 
shelve the differences that had 
“engulfed the life of the world’s hap- 
plest people with bitterness and mis- 
ery." 

Perhaps it was symbolic of the 
government’s hopes for the future 
that the only public ceremony on the

lependence 
Day was the graduation of a class of 
army cadets, who were presented 
with their traditional silver swords 
in a ritual attended by Sarkis, other 
government ministers and both 
Lebanese and United Nations 
military commanders. 

Before the war, the Lebanese 
army was 17,000,strong. Currently. 
army chief Gen. Victor Khoury has 
some 9,000 men under his command. 

Rebuilding the army is recognized 
by all parties in Lebanon ag an es- 
sential first step toward political 


reconciliation and economic . 


reconstruction. 
But it is proving to be a 


trustratingly difficult first step to 


take, because: Moslem ministers, 
with Syrian support strongly oppose 
the efforts of Christian leaders to 
preserve the wide-ranging 
prerogatives of the Maronite Chris- 
tian army commander. 

Besides the bickering within the 
government itself, the civilian pop- 
ulation still suffers daily from snip- 
ing. shelling, kidnapping, murder, 
bombings and cynical protection 
rackets run by a wide variety of 
militias and local gangsters. 

Estimates on the number of people 
killed since the outbreak of civil 
strife in April, 1975 vary widely, 
from a minimum of 20,000 to as 
many as 60,000. Red Cross officials 
say that up to 450 civilians died dur- 
ing the intensive Syrian-Christian 
battles of early October. 

Syria, too, has suffered as a result 
of its intervention in Lebanon. 


Military sources estimated Syrian - 


losses have been running at an 
average of at least one man a day 
since Syrian troops entered the coun- 
try in June 1976. 


If anything was clear on’ 


Independence Day, it was how little 
independence Lebanon actually ‘en- 
joyed. 

Syrian troops and pro-Syrian 
Christian renegade militias ruled the 
north of the country. The Christian 
Phalangists and National Liberals 
held sway over a large chunk of the 
Christian Mount Lebanon heartland 
north ‘and east of the capital. 

In Beirut itself, Syrians, Saudis, 
Sudanese, rightist and leftist militias 
and Palestinian terrorist 
organizations have staked out their 
own separate pieces. 

In the eastern Bekaa valley and 
south of Beirut as far as the Zahrani 
river near Sidon, Syrian forces hold 
sway, -except, of course, in the 
Palestinian camp of Ain al-Helweh 
outside the ancient port city. 

Between the Zahrani and Litani 
rivers, Palestinian terrorists and a 


. sprinkling of Mosler leftist militias 


rule. a no man’s land. 

Then come the 6,000 men of the 
United Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon, who hold the deep south 
near the Israeli-backed Christian 
renegades. 

Equally confusing and equally 
grim is the economic picture, which 
the independent daily “An-Nahar’ | 
took stock of in a lengthy report this | 
week. 

According to the report, price in- 
flation in the course of four years of 
fighting has reached 90 per cent. 
This year alone, prices have risen 
between 17 and 20 per cent over the 
end of last year. 

A total of 300,000 Lebanese 
workers, both skilled and unskilied, 
have left the country in the course of 
what the Lebanese refer to, curious- 
ly, as "the troubles" — a staggering 
drain for ἃ nation of only two million 
people. . 

Some 8.2 per cent of the remaining 
labour force of 520,000 are dut of 
work.

ed about $470 billion in invisible 
losses stemming from lost produc- 
tion and loss of traditional markets.

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SO MUCH has become known unofficially during the past 
several weeks-about the draft treaty with Egynt and its accom- 
panying parts that publication of the text and the third annex in 
Jerusalem over the weekend came as a surprise more'of form 
than of content. 

For the decision to publish was taken in reaction to publica- 
tion in Cairo of an inaccurate treaty text. The Egyptian 
newspaper ‘‘Al Ahram” published a text which omitted 
reference to article six that establishes the priority of the peace 
treaty over other previous agreements undertaken by one or 
both of the parties. 

While the Israe] Cabinet has already declared its acceptance 
of the treaty, this article is apparently one of the reasons why 
the Egyptian Government has not yet given its endorsement. 
‘This perhaps accounts for the distorted version published in 
Cairo; it does not explain, however, why the Egyptians jumped 
the gun and decided to make the text public. 

Yesterday Israel went a step further and published the third 
annex, which portrays the normal ties between the countries 
that will develop after the peace treaty is signed and ratified. 

This caught even the U.S. off guard, for Washington fears that 
premature publication of the agreement provisions, could itself 
bring difficulties that might delay conclusion of the agreement. 

Plainly both Mr. Begin and Mr. Sadat feel the pinch of 
domestic political imperatives. This has led them to reveal 
texts, which they believe may take the wind out of their critics. 
While unexpected, such manoeuvres are not surprising and 
must be considered a legitimate part of the process of negotia- 
tion and of winning consent at home. 

Certainly the act of brandishing peace texts is to be preferred 
to the kind of competing pronouncements that were voiced in 
the past between Jerusalem and Cairo. 

Now the Israeli public will have an opportunity to study the 
tréaty and the political annex and learn in detail the com-' 
mitments, the opportunities and some of the risks that will be 
assumed in the process of implementing peace with Egypt. - 


Will the dyke hold? 


DEVELOPMENTS during the ‘ys days since the signing of 
the generous salary agreement with the Teachers Union cast 
doubt over the government’s ability to win its gamble that the 
teachers’ cae could be isolated from the rest of the superheated 
labour scene. 

The competing Secondary School Teachers Association has 
already warned that its members will persist in their strike un- 
til they win 10 per cent more than their elementary school 
counterparts. This was to have been expected and the 
government's strategy towards the two teachers unions was 
based on the assumption that it could weather a prolonged 
strike in the high schools but not in the elementary schools. 

But the last-minute refusal by several key unions — the 
nurses, practical engineers and others — to sign the Treasury- 
Histadrut salary framework agreement is more ominous. For 
other union leaders may now demand that they receive the 
game 35-37 per cent raise awarded to the teachers rather than 
the 28 per cent called for by the Treasury-Histadrut framework. 

It is difficult to see how this can be stopped despite the 
promises made by the Histadrut to try to keep its constituent un- 
ions in line. 

The assumption that other unions will acquiesce in the argu- 
ment that teachers deserve a raise specifically calculated to put 
them more than 12 percentage points ahead of all other workers 
is certainly audacious. 

The truth of the matter is that all workers in Israel feel 
themselves underpaid; the higher paid they are the more they 
. tend to feel the insult in their pay slips. What is true of the rank | 
and file is true with a vengeance of their official union leaders 
and of the natural leaders around whom unofficial strike actions 

committees coalesce. 

Rationalizations are never lacking. The teachers can point to 
the erosion of their relative salary status; doctors and engineers 
argue the increased importance of the functions they perform; 
the striking workers at the Soltam defence industries cite the 
impressive profitability of the arms trade. All point to the self- 
employed who set their own income and have a bad record on in- 


come taxto οι. 
It is now reported that Finance Minister Wbriich, who finally 


conceded on the teachers agreement by a telephone vote of the 
Cabinet, is readying a draft budget which calls for substantital 
_cuts in the education budget that will result in partially rescin- 
ding free secondary school education. 

If this is true it would not be bizarre to predict substantial 
raises for the doctors and nurses together with proposals to cut 
the health budget. 

In a short year and δ haif following its installation in office, 
the Likud government seems to have reached the same wage 
policy shambles which characterized the last days of the Align- 
ment. The probiem, then as now, is the government’s inability 
to develop a coherent wage policy which it is determined to.
